in half, politicians have been splitting 
the 
difference. 
They ignore two things about 
the Sol­ 
omonic precedent. 


1. King .Solomon only threatened to cut 
a baby in half in order to learn which of 
the claimants was the true mother; he nev­ 
er gave the order to start cutting. 
2. In issues between right and wrong, 
there is no such thing as splitting a dif­ 
ference. There are no half-murders, 
no 
half-robberies, no half-felonies 
If the Kennedy administration splits the 
difference on satellite communications 
by 
throwing the system up for grabs by as 
many private owners as can muscle in on 
the proposition, it will have kept critics of 
American Telephone and Telegraph at bay. 
It will have appeased socialist* eyeing this 
chance to clutch the throat of international 
communication* in its newest form. 


But these are only political considerations. 
They ignore the right way to set up a 
satellite eommuncations system, 


The business at hand isn’t politics. It is 
a workable system of satellite eommunica 
tion, which is something politicians 
and 
socialists know nothing about.

half to satisfy politics, it should be pre­ 
pared to face a charge of double murder.

prised than anyone it Presider* 
Kennedy accepted. But. from hi* 
view. this is a good time to sug- 
gest H. 
That s because he can handle 
foreign affairs like a TV Western 
where everyone is either a good 
guy or a bad one. Sometime* he 
acts like a had guy Then he tries 
to make up for it 
He was very much the bad guy 
outside 
Russia 
last 
September 
when he suddenly resumed nu­ 
clear testing. He got bad notices 
around the world and has been 
playing nice most of the time 
since. 
Over the weekend he put on the 
good guy’s hat again by releasing 
the American spy. U2 flier Fran­ 
cis Gary Powers. Moscow did not 
announce it was just swapping 
him for a Soviet spy caught here. 
Col Rudolf Abel. 
Abel, jailed here since 1957, was 
under 30-years sentence. Powers, 
brought down over Russia May L 
1960 got IO years. 
Neither man, after the initial 
publicity in each case, was worth 
anything to the country holding 
him. The L’2 flights are ended 
and Abel is washed up as a spy 
But Khrushchev got worldwide 
publicity out of it and doubled hi* 
good guy bet by proposing the 
summit meeting, knowing before­ 
hand that Kennedy, having taken 
the position there should be no 
summit meeting unless the two 
sides 
show 
more 
evidence of 
agreeing than they have so far. 
would almost certainly say no. 
If Kennedy should then resume 
nuclear testing, unless he feels 
Khrushchev has now maneuvered

President Kennedy’* “ modest" 
Ixidget surplus is beginning to 
look more like a budget deficit 
The chief executive predicted a 
$300 million surplus when he sent 
hts budget to Congress A fresh 
check of the evidence suggests 
that a $500 million deficit i* more 
likely. 
The big change is in the reve- 
nue side of the ledger. It now 
looks as though tax receipts may 
be roughly $1 billion smaller than 
Mr. Kennedy predicted. 
The President forecast a sur­ 
plus because he expected that tax 
collections would jump to a rec­ 
ord-breaking total of $93 billion 
while spending would climb to 
a peacetime high of $92 5 billion. 
But current indications are that 
tax collections will come closer 
to $92 billion than to $93 billion 
—and that means that there is a 
better chance of a $500 million 
deficit than of a $500 million sur­ 
plus. 
It's still pretty much a statisti­ 
cal guessing game at this point, 
for the forecasters are attempung 
to pinpoint the revenues for fiscal 
1963. the year that will end on 
June 30. 1963 


THEY HERE TRYING to look 
18 months into the future when 
the budget went to the printers in 
early January, and they are try­ 
ing to look 17 months ahead now 
The time gap is a formidable 
obstacle and budget revenue fore­ 
casts have been notoriously inac­ 
curate. 
Administration experts recently 
ran a check of presidential reve­
